(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To really feel a high 
probability by pattern display by performing display by 
a pattern group for standard probability display when 
judgement is a standard probability and performing the 
display by the pattern group for high probability 
display when the judgement is the probability higher 
than that 

SOLUTION: The CPU 32 of a controller 30 judges the 
probability based on start signals from a start winning 
port 16. At the time of the high probability, the 
counted value of a counter 38 is read and compared with 
a winning numerical value and winning and losing are 
judged. At the time of the winning, the counted value of 
the counter 42 is read and a number for which two 
random numbers are lined is displayed at a pattern 
display device 14 as a display pattern. At the time of 
the losing, the lower two digits of the random number 
based on the counted value of the counter 40 are 
displayed as the display pattern. At the time of not the 
high probability, corresponding to a similar procedure, 
based on the pattem group for the standard probability, 
the winning and the losing are displayed by three-digit 
display. In such a manner, the display is changed 
depending on whether it is the high probability or a low 



probability and the high probability is really felt

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a pachinko game machine 
provided with a pattern combination indicator, in which 
indicative configuration for improving a feeling of 
expectation to generate unexpectedness rich in variation 
is generated right before the display of the pattern 
display provides a predetermined combination, i.e.. in 
the case of so-called 'ready for winning' condition. 

CONSTITUTION: When a so-called 'ready for winning' 
condition is obtained in pattern displays 7a, 7b and 7c 
of a pattern combination display device 6, a pattern 
providing a prize winning combination as the pattern on 
the pattern display 7c for stopping finally the pattern 
is added to make frequent appearance separately from 
the basic circulation pattern. 
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
